because of Napoleon's intrigues, They are in-
juring each other in order to benetit him, Chey
are his tools, s fpstroments, whom he has
adroitly contrived 1o vse lor his own purposes.
“The submission of Austrin to France,” us in
the cesston of Veuelin, and the diplomacy con-
cerning an armistice, = is not advaniageous, but
dangerous, to the Kuropean equilibrium,” The
old and bitter teeling sgainst Napoleon, as an
upstart and & parvens, 4 war-maker and 4 law-
bresker, shows Ilsell in these emphatde words,
On the other hand, **the supremacy of Prussia
in Northern Germuany narrows that ot Russin on
the Baltic," aud wil therelore be prevented, in
spite of all Napoleon’s pluns and Bismark's sm-
bition. Russia cannot sanction the erforts ol
Prussia ‘' lo atbain supreme power,” The great
netion of the North sees the danger which wouald
follow the trivmphs o sneh au imperial revo-
lutionist sa Napoleon, and such s diplomatic
revolutiomst as Bismark, and will soon check
their schemes,

But the pregnant artiele in the Gagetle does
not tonch upon Austrig and Prassia only. Like
a quict looker-oa at a game of chess, Russia has
noticed every move, In regard to Venena she
Eays that “Venelia, without Rome, will consti-
tute no real progress lor Italy.” Thisis pre-
olsely what all the lalisns are declaring now.
It is the wenk point of Napoleon's combination.
He hoped to secure Rome to the Pope by
obigining Venetin for Italy, That was the
seoret of the bargain bet ween him and Austria,
and the reason why Venetla was ceded to
France instesa of being given up to Italy at
once,  Austria is anxious to save the Pupacy, it

ible, and Nupoleon has convinced her tbhat
t can be dore by this barter. But to hie asio-
mshment the Itallans will not submit o such
an arrapgement,  They ure indignant, They do
not want Venetlin handed to them as a present
from France, or, perhups, from the Pope him-
self. They want to tight for it, and to win i,
with Pruossia's ald, and then wke Rowme aflter
wards, For a moment it seemed as il resents
ment had overcome Napoleon's natural caution.

patiovalities, the one 1o the vorth and 1ne ather
to the south of the Alps, muslin 8oy case huve
been trying enough.  Dut it has been mude en.
folll trying b the extrpordinary circomsinnees
of the actunl war., The unexpected anag over-
whelming success which has atiended the ousct
ol Prussia, the military Feball’ experienced by
the Hallans, upd the fngenlovs atwmpt of the
Ausirian Government to  piay off  Custozza
aeaingt Sudowa, have surrounded the pathway
of the imperial medistor who ecasnys to spen
for Europe and to act for Franee with a hundsed
dithenltics and compliostions, Franoe mav an-
pounee that sbe abstalos, and weans to continue
to nbatam, rom armed intervention iothe exist
ing strugmle; but the trothias thar, morally
speaking, France has already intervened, and
could not choose but jmtervene therein, And
this, strangely enough. not becanse of the
Ituiinn question, through which, at the out-
bresnk of the war, it seemed to be altogether
probable that the vietor of Solierine might be
involved for the maintenance of that Italisn
wdependence which he, and be alune, originally
made possible. The Ltalian guestion irﬂ already,
to ) uients and  purposcs, sebtled, There may
be Bautiles 1ought in Lomburdy, or Yenetls, or
the Tyrol, to develop the military charseter
and to fordiy the seitrespect of the Italinn
firmivs: there may be stirring adventures and
romantic passages hetween the loyal Tyrolese
children of Hoter and the red-shirted volunteers
of Garibaldi in the pleturesgque valleys and on
the beetling cregs of the Alpe; there may be a
hundred new complications aristng out of the
alrendy and interminably complieated “Roman
quegtion,” But i all practical points the cone
golidution and the unity o1 Itniy may be esteemed
to be already achieved, Italy has now become
n secondary element in the political probiem;
and with that problem the fate of Frauce 8 now
intertwined, not through it bearings upon Italy,
but through its bearings tipon Germany, Count
Bigmurk—thanks to the neediegin, no doubt,
but still more truly, thanks to the splendid
encrry of the Prussinn troops, the warlike genlus
of Count Von Moltke, and the right 1oy m soldier-
ship of the Prinees of P'rossin—has gone fas
ter, i not further, than e ier France or BEurope
expected him to go. On the 10th of June, before
i rhot had been tdred, Prussin offered to enter
into a ecoufederne system of Germony, which
shounld neutralize the non-German influence ot
Austria, by rwsing vo Bavarin to that position
of headship in SBouthern Germany o which
Austrin, accordiug to Prossin, ousa availea her-
eelf, to overbear the strieddy German interest of
the rest of the German States. OQat of her
36,000,000 of people, Austria ired In the
tGirrman i'nnﬁ*{lvrutwn a8 the repre tative ol
no more than 12,000,000, aud of those 12,000,000
no more than 7,000,000 were of German race
and speect, O course, “uereiore, singe the real
Anstrin was three ttmez w8 powerfiul as the fied-
tious Austria ol the Germun Diet, there was
some réason o the Prussian declaration that
the influence of Aunsiria over Germany was a
foreign and not a German influence; and that,
in the lanegoage which Dunning used concern-
ing the royal power over the Britigh Parliament,
it bad inereased, was increasing, and oughe to
be diminisbed.” So fur Napoleon might natu-
rally and wigely go with Bismark. That Prussia
ghould be made more influentinl than Au-tria in
a German Diet in » hich Bavaria and S8outh Ger-
many might still hold Prossia in check, was not
obvlously inconsistent with the interests and the
snlety of France,

But the Prussian propositions of the 10th of

ing all operations against the French territory
of Venetia Lo cease, was 100 abrupt to be cour-
teous, But Hsly, with Prussia as her ally, is
too strong {o lear & menace even from France;
and now the authoritalive voice of Russin also
declares agoinst Napoleon in this  matter.
Russia has no sympathies with the Pope, and
asserts thet Iraly ought to have both Vencila
and Rome. At the same time neither Russin
nor Evgland can support “the dietatorship ot
Frapee in Italy and Goermany.” These are
ominous words, and they mean mischiefl for
Napoleon,

he career of the French Emperor has been

an extraordinary one; but unless he shall changs
his tactics, it 15 not very fare from its consumma:
tion, He has acquired power by a series of thea-
trical surprises,  When he landed at Boulogzne
with an eagie and 4 grey overcoat, he revealed
the method by which he expected to govern
first France and then the world, Foriunately
for himselt he was sent to the duugeons ol Ham.
Solttade is a great educator, 1t matured Napo-
leon’s idens, as it has those of Jetl. Davis, who
would pnow be a dangerous man in &oy ofher
country thun this. But, slithough Napoleon's
ideas were matured, his diplomacy was the
same, and it may be detined by the single word
trickery. He was chosen President of the Freuch
republic by a trick. He pretended to be a fool,
just as one of the uncient Popes pretended to
in s dotage, so that unserupulons men woul

lace him 1 power to use ham as their puppet.

hile President ne intrieued with and tricked all
the rcguhllulm leaders in turn, constantly prac-
tising his art, as Houdin or Auderson or Heller
practise feats of legerdemain, He became Bm-
peror by a trick. His alllance with England
wus u olever trick which has reduced the Hritish
nation to 8 secoud-rate power, Al his plans
for peace congresses and dipiomatio conferences
were shrewd tricks, designed W incresse his
own glory &t the expense of other people, His
champlonship of Italy was a trick to disarm
those who were delermined 1o assnssinate him,
He tricked Maximiban into Mexico, and he nas
been humbugeiog Seeretary Seward ever since,
Like a diplomatic fiart, he has sided with all the
Imm-m ol Europe, one atter the other, and ot

ast he has got them all al loggerheads, Now
he has to deal with Ruossis, who objects to his
best lad plans, who cannot be bamboozled, and
who 15 too mighty to be gnored or defied.
are curlous 1o see how hv will play his game
with this opponent. A single wistake, and we
shall soon beur the end of the Napoleonie dy-

Napoleon and the Emopean Crisis,

On the l4th of July the Emperor Napoleon
wis expected at Naocy, the capital town of the
anclent province of Lorraine, there to deliver
one of his pref Imperial speeches upon the
occasion ol cerinin testivities to be eslebrated
in honor of the eentennial annlversary of the
annexation of Lorraine to the “*falr realm of
Frunce," The next stenmer from Europe will
doubtless bring us this speech which his Majesty
Wi expected then and there o dellver; and it
is certainly by uo means unlikely that in this
speech Nupoleon will be found to bave set forta,
more or less luoldly, his views of the present
and hu projects as to the future condition of
Europe.

The Theory of the Campaign in Europe.

Wwill bereafter deservealy be ranked amnng the
boldest in {12 conception, and most rapid in its
execution, of any mentioned ia history. Until
the details of the movements become fally
known, it will be impossible to foerm a correct
estimate of 118 merils, or to nssign its proper
place. The English writers attribuie the Prus-
sIRN §UCCess Lo the meghanical fmprovements in
thelr fire-arms, Without pronouncing an opinion
n# to the ments of the steel cannon or *ueedle-
guns” of the Prussinns, we venture to sssert
that any funcled superiority of these arms to
those of the Austrisns, 8 ar inadequate cause
to nccount for the cemplete rout of the latter,
A monarchy which, Includiug the forces of its
allies, can bring 1,000,000 men into the tield,
cannot be stricken to e ground in twenty
duys by an adversury that cannot posgivly mus-
ter 500,000 men in arms, without fta DAVINE com-
miltea great errors, and grossly violated the
well-estublished rules of war,

The determining cause of the Prusslan suceess
18 the great ervor of the Austrians in concentra-
ting too large an army in laly, instead of
Bobhemin. An Austrian defeat in Italy is for
that empire only a wound in the hand: s battle
101 in the valley of the Danube 18 4 gtab in the
beart, This was frecly shown in the campaipns
of 1806 and 1809, 1n each of these, the Austilans
were victorious in Dtalyi bul the shecess of their
andyersaries in the valley of the Danube com-
pelled them to abandon thelr conguests in Italy
10 unite their forces for the deicuse of thewr
capital. We remain of the opinlon that the
strength of the Austrian army in Bohemis has
been over-eatimated; Tts numbers wore not go
Freal as stated, sod it consisted in part of

tulinns, who were butl litue to be relied on.
The best troops were sent o Italy, The Aus-
triank apparently thought that Prussin would
hesitate 1o attuck the whole German Coulede
rioy: and lr_aso, they lormed & very inaccurate
wpinion of Bismuerk's character, It seems that

fis gireumsiances mught require, Modern armios
ure so huge, and the amount of materinls
required for tholr supply o preat, that 1w is
i possible to supply thelr dally consumption ol
materials sxoept by water or rallroad communi-
cution, Now, the only constderable streams in
Hobemin are the Moldau and the noted river
Hibe; consequently, Benedek had to rely on
ruilioads tor his supplies, All of hig movements
Bad to be subordinate to v holdiug commnand
ol them; these once lost, his army was do-
stroyed. =

There are two lines of railroad from Prague,
the capitnl of Bobermia, 0 Vienna; deet, thas via
Patdubite and Laudskron, where it branches
into two—one at Brunn, the other via Olmuts,
uniting with the first at Lundenburg, from thence
fo Viennn, The command of this road was in.
dispeusable lcr the satoty of Benedek's army.
A branch of this rond leads lrom Pardobitz to
Konlggretz, Joscphstadt, and Nachod, de-
bouching vpon the theatre of the late battles,
The second bhne goes tirst to Rutshine on the
Dannbe, thence by the south bank of tbat river
to Viconna, By ascending tbe Moldan to Buod-
wels will be founid & roud that joiuns this last nl
Linz on the Danube, At Prigue these unite
and proceed nlong the banks or the Elbe to
Dresden.  Ihis lnst point is counected by s road
vin Bautzen and Gorhitz, with Bresinu, where it
joins the great road from Berlin to Silesin.

A careiul stwdy of tee postion shows that
Dresdeén was the objective boih tor the Austrians
and the Prussinns; whichever first m'-'u{nud it
would acquire a great advantage over his ad-
versary. It wns in the hands ol the Saxons,
alles of the Austrians, who should huve strained
every nerve to have held it, Why Benedek did
not do so cannot at present be known, If he
feit strong enongh to invade Silesia, he certainly
could delend Dresden. It may be that he feared
the army ol Bilesin advancing and eeizing the
viirond 1o Vienna: and if this be true s army
must have been too wenk, and should huve been
ronforced from Italy. Until the occupation ol
Presden. the iwo Prussian armjes were scting
on double exteror lines; that poinl secured,
they could unite vin the ]ffrt-s.!('ll and Breslan
road. By bolding Zittau, the Austeiuns stul
threiatened 1o intercept thmt route at Gorlitz;
but the Frussian victory al Zittau renoeted tneir
commuonications hencetorth secare.

The Prussian sadvapce into Bobemia (rom
botlk Saxouy and Silesin wes bold, well ¢on
ccived, and ekiliully exeeuted, though ot ||l¢3l
Lrat glanee it soould appesr to be a vielation ol
toe waxim of war. “*Never to act by doable ex-
totior line, vour adversgary huving the nternor
lHne” fMnis, hewever, was not the case, By
wesna®i the ield telegraph, the armies were in
covstant communiennm with each other, so
that it was lmpossible tor Henedek to move 1
muss against either, without the other being In-
formed af the movement: and carelul examina-
tion of the position shows he coull not tollow
the 1etreat ol one without exposing his line of
communioation to be seized by the other. The
advances of the army of Saxony, by way of
Beichenberg upon Tureau and Munchengratz,
and that of Bilesiz from Scoweidmtz upon
Trautenau, were well combined sud strietly in
contormity with the laws ol sirategy, Ivis true
that Git:chin, their point ot junction, wat i the
hunds of their adversary, but the constant com-
niunication by menns of the teld relegrapn
made the armics one, It wue the advance of
the army ol 8ilesia upon the right tank and rear
of the Ausimans that secured the Prossiane the
victory at Sudowa, That much was exproted
from the Austrians s certaing that these ex-
1}¢9t~ln'.li()m have been disappointed cunnot be
daenieo,

Betore condemning Benedek, however, all the
circumastaneoes should e known.  Austra’s
resources are not yer exhausted; the yielding of
Venetia renders disposable her best  army.
Prussin will hardly dare to sdvance immoediately
upon Vienna, Her vext objective will be the
srmy ol the Contederates at Frankfort. That
nmy, it seems to us, shonld at once fall back on
Wurzburg, and, 11 necessary, abandon all of the
territory ot the Contederacy to unite with the
Austrinng in the strongly fortitied positions of
Passau and Linz on the Danube. What Austria
tequites I8 time to coucentrate her resources.
What Prussis should do is to act promptly and
decisively 50 ns to defeat the nrmy of the Con-
federates st Franktorr, for upon the defeat of
that army will depend the permunent trinmph
ot Prussia,

sganst the Natiounl Government.  In the same
oonnection we deprecated the idea ol enioroing
the test cath which Congress uppiies to its mem-
bers: maintaiuing thut since nearly the entire
Southern people, directly or Indiveetly, yolun:
tarily or involuntarily, participated in the Re
bellion, o liberal standard ol admission should
be ndopted. Some stanadard of course there will
be, notwnhstanding the absurd dictom of the
World, that delesates “avowing their accord
ance with the objects of the call,” and being
iuly elected to repré-ent anybody,” will be en-
titled to, and will obiain, admitiance.  But
